Editor Register:—On the eve of the 
greatest lab or crisis in the nation’s 
history, the threatened strike of 400,- 
000 railroad workers on 225 railway 
systems of the United States, the ques- 
[ tion of the pub lic ownership of rail- 
I roads demands attention. 
Let me present a few facts concern- 
| ing government owersliip. 
Sixty-nine nations already own and 
successfully operate all or a consider­ 
ab le proportion of their railroad sys­ 
tems. All b ut nine countries now- own 
their railways. All b ut Algeria, Cub a, 
Honduras, Paraguay, Salvador, Uru­ 
guay, Great 
Britain, Spain and the 
United Slates. 
These may b e called 
the "b ackward nations” so far as rail­ 
way management is concerned. 
Furthermore, the change from pri­ 
vate to pub lic ownership lias b een go­ 
ing on rapidly. Switzerland completed 
the nationalization of her railways in 
1902, Italy in 1905, Japan and Mexico 
in 1907; even Greece and Guatemala 
are in the procession 
and China too 
all three joining in 1909. And so far as 
we know, no nation that

nationalized its roads has ever gone 
b ack to private ownership.
